Although all three defendants 
are said to speak fairly good 
English, they entered their 
pleas through an interpreter/, 
Starkey rejected pleas by 
Asst* Dist. Atty, Harold Rosen- 
baum that the $100,000 bail be I 
continued 'because police are in- 
vestigating 4 ‘many other as- 
pects of this case**’ 

.Defense attorneys Joseph Io- 
vine and David Price requested 
lower bail on the grounds that 
the defendants had no criminal 
records, had; mots in New 
York, and were presumed inno- 
cent.
